The enemy endeavored to develop an attack west of Robecq yes- 
terday; afternoon after a bombardment but the advance was brok- 
en up. Repeated hostile attacks north of Bailleul yesterday af- 
terpoon ahd, evening were repulsed with loss to the enemy. Ad- 
vance j^neiny forces were caught under our lire east of Ypref, 
yesto-i-day atternoon at our old positions and wei-e destroyed." 


East of Ypres in consequence of the enemy's progress along 


Ba!lu-ul, British troops holding forward positions were with- 
drawn to a new line deliberately and without interference iron, 
the enemy. The restoration of Metern from where it was thought 
the t nemy expected to drive west against Hazebrouck may indi- 
cate a brilliant recovery for the British. Its restoration may 
mean that the German line has been dangerously thinned to pre- 
vent the continuation of the offensive toward Ypres.

At Bailleul a battalion of German infan- 
try in clo4etfbritf!|tiion was caught under our lire at close range 
and suffered heavy casualties. We also took a few prisoners. 
The enemy endeavored to develop an attack west of Robecq yes- 
terday; afternoon after a bombardment but the advance was brok- 
en up. Repeated hostile attacks north of Bailleul yesterday af- 
terpoon ahd, evening were repulsed with loss to the enemy. Ad- 
vance j^neiny forces were caught under our lire east of Ypref, 
yesto-i-day atternoon at our old positions and wei-e destroyed." 


East of Ypres in consequence of the enemy's progress along 


Ba!lu-ul, British troops holding forward positions were with- 
drawn to a new line deliberately and without interference iron, 
the enemy. The restoration of Metern from where it was thought 
the t nemy expected to drive west against Hazebrouck may indi- 
cate a brilliant recovery for the British. Its restoration may 
mean that the German line has been dangerously thinned to pre- 
vent the continuation of the offensive toward Ypres.

tion of Ypres on the western front today, Greek and British 
troops were reported jfc> -have scored a brifjiant success in the in- 
itfctl steps of a first offensive on the Macedonian front.
